ARTIST WINS TWO GOLDS 


Linda Crockett-Hanzel was recently honored 
at the 24th Society of Illustrators Awards 
Ceremony with two of the 8 gold medals. 

In the 24 year history of the event Linda 
is the first woman to receive two gold 
medals in the same show. Only 11 other 
women have won awards of any kind in those 
24 years. 

Over 5000 entries were juried. Of the 
530 selected to hang in this year's annual 
exhibition Linda is represented by no less 
than six paintings, including her two award 
winners. Linda's medals were won for her 
work completed for The Bologna Book Fair 
and The Cleveland Plain Dealer. Among 
her other clients are: The Detroit Free 
Press, The Literary Guild, Playboy, 

Readers Digest, Seventeen and Yankee.
